The charge for a Private Bag (which must be privately conveyed 
to and from the Post Office) is 80s. & year, irrespective of weight or 
the number of times made up daily. Except when the Bag is used 
only for the posting of letters, the fee for a Private Box as well as 
for a Private Bag must be paid. 

A Private Box or Bag may be used either for parcels or for other 
correspondence, but if used for both purposes a double fee is payable. 


Rural Districts. 


The charge to a resident in a Rural District for calling for letters 
at the proper Delivery Office (in preference to delivery by the Post 
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Office) is 308. a vear, whether or not the caller uses a Private Bag. 
If a caller requires a Private Bag to be made up more than once a 
day an additional fee of £1 a year will be charged for each additional 
making up. If the Bag is uscd more than once a day for posting no 
extra charge is made. 

If delivery is desired at or after 6 a.m. and before the time of 
commencement of the first delivery or the hour of opening the office 
(whichever is earlier) a double fee is payable.

The minimum annual fee for a Private Bag used the whole year 
round, even if used only for posting or only for delivery, is 30s. 
. exclusive of any fee for conveyance. | 

If in the course of conveyance by the Post Office the Bag is left at 
a Sub-Office to be called for by the owner or by the postman who 
collects or delivers it, an additional fee of 7s. 6d. a year is payable. 

A Rural Private Bag may be used for all correspondence, including 
parcels, without extra charge. 

Private Boxes and Bags for Sunday use. 

A private box may be rented for use on Sundays only for the 
purpose of obtaining correspondence when the office is ordinarily 
closed for callers; but correspondence can only be obtained during 
the hours of attendance of the staff.
